AN ADVANTAGE TO A YOUNG 
LADY TO KNOW HOW. 


The Girl Who Can Sew Can Dress Much 
Better on Same Salary 
Than One Who 
Can Not. 


Not the least important feature of an 
interesting report issued by the Utah 
Farmers’ Institute is a representation 
of the sewing room at the agricul- 
tural college, where the accomplish- 


ment—for it is nothing short of that— 


of needlework, both hand and machine, 
is taught. At one of the institutes 
Mrs. Helen Root of Salt Lake City 
read a paper in which the advantages, 
both pecuniary and otherwise, of being 
able to make their own dresses was 
forcibly impressed=upon. her hearers. 
She said: “There are advantages to 


be gained by learning to sew that are 


not always thought of by the young 
woman seeking a means of earning 
her living. The salaries of the- type- 
writer, the clerk, and the newspaper 
worker would at first thought seem to 
be more attractive, but when we think 
that these workers have to go away 
from their homes and w hat they have 
to pay for having their clothes made, 
the difference in salary is not so great. 

“It is a fact that the girl who has 
been taught to sew can dress better 
than the girl earning a better salary. 
It often happens that the business 
learned in girlhood becomes valueless 
when the girl marries and is occupied 
with domestic work. This is not the 
case with the dressmaker; she will 
make all the better wife and mother 
because she can make her knowledge 
useful in her home. 

“Now one word with the girls. I 
have educated a great many girls in 


dressmaking and am still very much 


interested in this work, but above all 
things I like to see good work. 
a fact that the American girl is in- 
clined to generalize, and lacks the pa- 
tience that is necessary for good work. 
You all know a pretty dress when you 
see it. Let any one of you put a new 
dress on and stand before the glass for 
a moment and instanter you know 
whether that dress is becoming, styl- 
ish, and well made or not; but know- 
ing how to make it is a different mat- 
ter. You will require patience and 
close attention to details to be able to 
accomplish the work of making a 
well-made dress. I very often meet 
Women on the street wlom I have 
taught to sew, and they are nearly all 
well dressed and stylish looking figures 
on the street, and I am very proud of 
them. A woman has more respect for 
herself when she knows she is well 
dressed and she commands magre re- 
spect from others. 

“We may have a great deal of ad- 
miration for the woman on the płat- 
form, who reads a paper to us ably 
prepared by herself, and we appreci- 
ate the efforts of the good woman who 
is doing her part to help the world’s 
unfortunates; but the little woman 
who comes with her sewing and sits 
by us all the afternoon is the one who 
geis a little closer to our hearts than 
any other and is the one we always 
want to call ‘our dearest friend,’ ”

DEATH GRIP OF A BEAR. 


Thrilling Experience ef a Man

A log of 
the trap had fallen on the bear, break- 
ing its back. Larsen fired two shots 
into the bear’s head and thought he 
had killed it. He then climbed into the 
pit to ascertain if he could readily skin 
his prize. He had no sooner put his 
arm under the bear’s head than the 
latter caught Larsen’s right arm be- 
tween his teeth, biting into the bone. 
At the same time the bear sent his 
claws into one of Larsen’s boots. Lar- 
sen suffered the most terrible agony, 
and saved his lie only by promptly 
using his rifle, which he had taken 
into the pit. With his left hand and 
knees he discharged the rifle into the 
bear’s right eye and then down its 
throat. > 

Larsen then spent half an hour pry- 
ing the brute’s jaws open and extricat- 
ing himself. This done, he fainted. 
His wife found him, but had to go 
three miles to a neighbor for assistanc® 
before he could be relieved or the flow 
of blood stopped. The crunched bone 
of Larsen’s arm will not knit again, 
and unless he obtains speedy relief 
from his pain in San Francisco he will 
have the arm amputated.—San Fran- 
cisco Examiner. 


Paris Is Impregnable. 

The French have been taught wis- 
dom by past experience, and as a re- 
sult have planned, and a few years 
ago finished, a system of fortifications 
round Paris which are probably un- 
equaled for the purposes for which 
they are intended by any similar for- 
tifleations in the world. A well-in- 
formed military writer, a member ot 
the general staff of the German army, 
has given it as his opinion that a 
successful siege of Paris would be, 
under present conditions, an impossi- 
ble undertaking. 

The new fortifications that sur- 
round the French capital, says Pear- 
son’s, are some 15 or 20 miles from 
the city, and are connected with Paris 
and each other by a railway system 
which would enable the French com- 
mander to quickly mass at one point 
a very large body of men, while the 

xeral of a besieging army, if he 
wished to prevent the city from ob- 
tainiug supplies and thus shut in the 
people and the army that was defend- 
ing it, would have to occupy a line 
extending more than 100 miles, and 
hence could not by any possibility col- 
lect a large number of his force at 
any one point to resist with even a 
shadow of hope an attack of the 
enemy. 

It required a German army of, ap- 
proximately, 500,000 men, to lay siege 
to Paris from Sept. 19, 1870, to Jan. 
80, 1871; but the authority referred to 
is of the opinion that to repeat the 
same operation a German besieging 
army would have to number more than 
2,000,000 men, and the work of main- 
taining such a foree and properly 
handling its parts would be something 
which few governments would under- 
take and few military commanders 
would be able to efficiently perform. 

The French have spent upon these 
new fortifications an amount vari- 
ously estimated at from $30,000,000 to 
$50,000,000, and hence can well afford 
to sell the land occupied by some of 
the now obscure fortifications of a 
generation ago. 


The Largest River. 
While it is known that the Amazon, 
in South America, is the largest river 


in the world, but few people have an 


idea of its enormous size. it is 160 
miles in width at its mouth. ‘The dis- 
tance from the source of the Amazon 
in the Andes to the Atlantic ocean is 
2,000 miles in a direct line, but by 
the course of the river nearly 4,000 
miles.

‘SA LAND OF SURPRISES. 


AMERICANS DO NOT ANTICIPATE 
MANILA AS IT IS. 


The Natives Do All the Work While the 
Foreigners Are Compelled by 
the Intense Heat to Take 
| Life Easy. 


Manila is a surprise to most Amer- 
icans, when they come here and find 
many well-paved streets, large com- 
mercial houses, beautiful drives, mag- 
nificent residences, and evidences of 
thrift everywhere. It is true that dirt 
and filth exist to a lamentable extent, 
but what Gen. Butler did for New Or- 
leans, Gen. 
plishing for Manila. it has never been 
the custom to use the first story of the 
residences, or even the commercial 
houses, fôr a place of living or busi- 
niese. "TH first floor is a sort of cellar, 
which is usually used for the stables 
and storeřooms. This is true even in 
the best houses. The dampness of the 
climate and the thieving and incendi- 
ary propensities of the natives have 
wade this style of architecture a neces- 
sity. The windows of the houses are 
barred with great cage-like iron struct- 
ures that swell out over the street, and 
a house is usually surrounded by a 
high, iren picket fence, or a stone wall 
studded with broken bottle-glass im- 
bedded in mortar. 

The native is in evidence every- 
where. He is your servant, your day 
laborer, your blacksmith; carpenter, 
farmer, stonecutter, cook, and in fact, 
represents to the Philippines what the 
coolie class does to China, the negro 
tő the south; only, as you study his 
character and take notice of his works 
in artistic, intellectual, commercial and 
musical lines, you are compelled to ad- 
mit that possibilities exist in his make- 
up that do not in other native races. 
It is continually dinned into your ears 
that he is lazy, but not hopelessly. 
This is a climate of lazy conditions. 
The Englishman who has become ac- 
climated never thinks of raising -his 
hand, except for tiffin and a whisky- 
and-soda, from 12 until 8 o’clock. He 
never walks a- step outside of his office 
during business hours or after. His 
carriage is always at his door, and, if 
not, the streets are lined with two- 
wheeled gigs, called calis, that stand 
ready to bump you over the pavements 
and drag you diagonally back and 
forth across street-car tracks for 30 
The Amer- 
ican is about the only one who walks 
in Manila, and he is rapidly learning |. 
better. While the sun is in evidence 
it is a foolish undertaking to brave 
its rays. Indoors, with or without a 
punka, the heat is not oppressive at 
this season. The natives, however, do 
net notice this con tition. They work, 
heads bared, all day in the streets and 
rice fields, indifferent to the burning 
sun. Its only effect upon them is to 
make them move siowly and to moder- 
ate their activity—Edwin Wildman’s 
Manila letter to Leslie’s Weekly. 


Alligators in Demand. 

“There is an extraordinary demand 
just at present for young alligators,” 
said Mr. Louis Herman, a well-known 
traveling representative of a large 
northern trunk manufactory. “Their 
skins are used for making a fine class 
of small satchels or hand bags. It re 
quires from three to four skins to 
mahe even the smallest of these art- 
icles, and the consequence is that they 
are a good deal too costly for the gen- 
eral trade. There is as much differ- 
ence between the hides of large alli- 
gators and the babies as there is be- 
tween calfskin and Russia leather. 
The young alligator that is prized by 
the bagmakers is not over a foot and 
a half long, and the hard, diamond- 
shaped scales that distinguish the 
older saurian have not had time to de- 
velop and harden. If the hide is prop- 
erly tanned it is soft and beautiful, 
and resembles nothing else in the 
world. For pocketbooks, card cases, 
and so on they use the skins of the lit- 
tle fellows, not much bigger than those 
that are soki for aquarium pets. It is 
a fad just now to color them a peculiar 
olive green, and the result is swell. It 
makes an excellent background for 
either gold or silver ornaments, and 1l 
have secn pocketbooks of that style 
quoted as high as a hundred dollars 
apiece.

“It is a fact that the girl who has 
been taught to sew can dress better 
than the girl earning a better salary. 
It often happens that the business 
learned in girlhood becomes valueless 
when the girl marries and is occupied 
with domestic work. This is not the 
case with the dressmaker; she will 
make all the better wife and mother 
because she can make her knowledge 
useful in her home, 

“Now one word with the girls. I 
have educated a great many girls in 
dressmaking and am still very much 
interested in this work, but above all 
things I like to see good work. It is 
a fact that the American girl is in- 
clined to generalize, and lacks the pa- 
tience that is necessary for good work. 
You all know a pretty dress when you 
see it. Let any one of you put a new 
dress on and stand before the glass for 
a moment and instanter you know 
whether that dress is becoming, styl- 
ish, and well made or not; but know- 
ing how to make it is a different mat- 
ter. You will require patience and 
close attention to details to be able to 
accomplish the work of making a 
well-made dress. I very often meet 
women on the street wlom I have 
taught to sew, andi they are nearly all 
well dressed and stylish looking figures 
on the street, and I am very proud of 
them. A woman has more respect for 
herself when she knows she is well 
dressed and she commands magre re- 
spect from others. 

“We may have a great deal of ad- 
miration for the woman on the plat- 
form, who reads.a paper to us ably 
prepared by herself, and we appreci- 
ate the efforts of the good woman who 
is doing her part to help the world’s 
unfortunates; but the little woman 
who comes with her sewing and sits 
by us all the afternoon is the one who 
geie a little closer to our hearts than 
any other and is the one we always 
want to call ‘our dearest friend,’ ” 


A Jewish Princess. 

The princess of Wagram is a daug» 
ter of the house of Rothschild. Her 
recent reception by the pope at the 
vatican caused quite a stir in Rome’s 
aristocratic circles, but this scion of 
the great Jewish banker family, the 
wife of the Duke de Wagram, consid- 
ers herself the equal of royal prin- 
cesses because the blood of the house 
of Bavaria flows in her children’s 
veins. Her husband is the grandson 
of Marshal Berthier, who for his bray- 
ery at the battle of Wagram was 
created a duke by Napoleon I., and 
who afterward married a Bavarian 
princess. The daughter of the Roth- 
schilds brought the present duke of 
Wagram an enormous dowry, second 
only to the fortune Hanna Rothschild 
brought the earl of Rosebery. It was 
the Empress Elizabeth of Austria who 
obtained the pope’s recognition of the 
Jewish princess, to believe the Amer- 
ican Israelites. This paper makes the 
remarkable statement that no wealthy 
Jew in any European capital save 
London feels secure in his house unless 
it is almost a fortress, and adds that 
in Paris the Rothschilds are en- 
trenched in their bank of the Rue 
Lafitte as if they were living in the 
middle ages.—Baltimore Sun. 


Makers of Millions. 

It is a mistake to imagine that men 
are the only makers of millions, said 
a mining expert to the writer. There 
is scarcely a mining district in the 
world which can not boast at least one 
woman who is amassing her hundred: 
of thousands of dollars as surely anc 
as cleverly as any “mere man.” There 
is a woman in the Klondike today who 
is not merely the richest woman in 
Alaska, but who is worth 20 times her 
own weight in gold, every ounce of 
which she has won for herself. Three 
years ago Mrs. James Willis was 
struggling to maintain an invalid hus- 
band in Tacoma, when the news of 
gold discoveries tempted her to face 
forth alone to the frozen north. For 
two years the brave little woman pros- 
pected in vain, and many times was 
tempted to abandon the struggle in de- 
éspair. Twelve months ago when she 
was acting as cook to the mess of the 
Alaska Commercial Company of Daw- 
son City, as a last venture, she joined 
a party of cattlemen who had heard of 
a big placer strike on the Yukon, and 
within a few weeks had staked out 
and was working a claim of such rich- 
ness than today she is worth $1,000,- 
900.

The crunched bone 
of Larsen’s arm will not knit again, 
and unless he obtains speedy relief 
from his pain in San Francisco he will 
have the arm amputated.—San Fran- 
cisco Examiner. 


Paris Is Impregnable. 

The French have been taught wis- 
dom by past experience, and as a re- 
sult have planned, and a few years 
ago finished, a system of fortifications 
round Paris which are probably un- 
equaled for the purposes for which 
they are intended by any similar for- 
tifleations in the world. A well-in- 
formed military writer, a member of 
the general staff of the German army, 
has given it as his opinion that a 
successful siege of Paris would be, 
under present conditions, an impossi- 
ble undertaking. 

The new fortifications that sur- 
round the French capital, says Pear- 
son’s, are some 15 or 20 miles from 
the city, and are connected with Paris 
and each other by a railway system 
which would enable the French com- 
mander to quickly mass at one point 
a very large body of men, while the 

ner:l of a besieging army, if he 
Wished to prevent the city from ob- 
taining supplies and thus shut in the 
people and the army that was defend- 
ing it, would have to occupy a line 
extending more than 100 miles, and 
hence could not by any possibility col- 
lect a large number of his force at 
any one point to resist with even a 
shadow of hope an attack of the 
enemy. 

It required a German army of, ap- 
proximately, 500,000 men, to lay siege 
to Paris from Sept. 19, 1870, to Jan. 
80, 1871; but the authority referred to 
is of the opinion that to repeat the 
Same operation a German besieging 
army would have to number more than 
2,000,000 men, and the work of main- 
taining such a foree and properly 
handling its parts would be something 
which few governments would under- 
take and few military commanders 
would be able to efficiently perform. 

The French have spent upon these 
new fortifications an amount vari- 
ously estimated at from $30,000,000 to 
$50,000,000, and hence can well aftord 
to sell the land occupied by some of 
the now obscure fortifications of a 
generation ago. 


The Largest River. 
While it is known that the Amazon, 
in South America, is the largest river 


in the world, but few people have an 


idea of its enormous size. It is 160 
miles in width at its mouth. ‘The dis- 
tance from the source of the Amazon 
in the Andes to the Atlantic ocean is 
2,000 miles in a direct line, but by 
the course of the river nearly 4,000 
miles. The Amazon drains an area of 
2,500,000 square miles (ten times the 
area of France), and in connection 
with the river and its tributaries there 
are said to be 50,000 miles of navi- 
gable waters, one-half of which are 
suitable for steam navigation by large 
vessels. The number, length and vol- 
ume of the Amazon’s tributaries are 
in proportion to its magnitude. More 
than 20 superb rivers, 1,000 miles and 
upward in length, pour their waters 
into it, and streams of less importance 
are numberless. At the junction of 
the Yucayali with the Amazon a line 
of 50 fathoms does not reach the bot- 
tom, and in breadth it is more like a 
sea than a river. The longest tribu- 
tary, the Maderia, has a length of 
2.000 miles.

He is your servant, your day 
laborer, your blacksmith; carpenter, 
farmer, stonecutter, cook, and in fact, 
represents to the Philippines what the 
coolie class does to China, the negro 
tő the south; only, as you study his 
character and take notice of his works 
in artistic, intellectual, commercial and 
musical lines, you are compelled to ad- 
mit thai possibilities exist in his make- 
up that do not in other native races. 
It is continually dinned into your ears 
that he is lazy, but not hopelessly. 
This is a climate of lazy conditions. 
The Englishman who has become ac- 
climated never thinks of raising his 
band, except for tiffin and a whisky- 
and-soda, from 12 until 8 o’clock. He 
never walks a- step outside of his office 
during business hours or after. His 
carriage is always at his door, and, if 
not, the streets are lined with two- 
wheeled gigs, called calis, that stand 
ready to bump you over the pavements 
and drag you diagonally back and 
forth across street-car tracks for 30 
cents (Mexican) an hour. The Amer- 
ican is about the only one who walks 
in Manila, and he is rapidly learning 
better. While the sun is in evidence 
it is a foolish undertaking to brave 
its rays. Indoors, with or without a 
punka, the heat is not oppressive at 
this season. The natives, however, do 
net notice this condition. They work, 
heads bared, all day in the streets and 
rice fields, indifferent to the burning 
sun. Its only effect upor them is to 
make ikem move siowly and to moder- 
ate their activity—Edwin Wildman’s 
Manila letter to Leslie’s Weekly. 


Alligators in Demand. 

“There is an extraordinary demand 
just at present for young alligators,” 
said Mr. Louis Herman, a well-known 
traveling representative of a large 
northern trunk manufactory. “Their 
skins are used for making a fine class 
of small satchels or hand bags. It re 
quires from three to four skins to 
make even the smallest of these art- 
icles, and the consequence is that they 
are a good deal too costly for the gen- 
eral trade. There is as much differ- 
ence between the hides of large alli- 
gators and the babies as there is be- 
tween calfskin and Russia leather. 
The young alligator that is prized by 
the bagmakers is not over a foot and 
a half long, and the hard, diamond- 
shaped scales that distinguish the 
older saurian have not had time to de- 
velop and harden. If the hide is prop- 
erly tanned it is soft and beautiful, 
and resembles nothing else in the 
world. For pocketbooks, card cases, 
and so on they use the skins of the lit- 
tle fellows, not much bigger than those 
that are soki for aquarium pets. It is 
a fad just now to color them a peculiar 
olive green, and the result is swell. It 
makes an excellent background for 
either gold or silver ornaments, and 1 
have secen pocketbooks of that style 
quoted as high as a hundred dollars 
apiece. All the skins come from Flor- 
ida, and if the demand for the young 
ones continue, as seems quite likely at 
present, it is going to result in ma- 
terially thinning out ’gators in the 
Land of Flowers. Heretofore the pro- 
fessional hunters have avoided the 
killing of the young, and there was no 
danger of the supply running short, 
as they are extremely prolific. But 
just now the old ones are allowed to 
go their way in peace, and the natives 
are devoting all their attention to 
gathering in the junior members of the 
family. Seriously, I anticipate a 
marked scarcity of the hides next sea- 
son.” —New Orleans Times-Democrat.

The 
principle involved has since been gen- 
erally recognized by the medical pro- 
fession, with the result that the old 
bad practice of keeping consumptives 
in warm, stuffy rooms has been almost 
entirely abandoned. It is fresh air 
which is mainly responsible for the 
cures worked at winter resorts, where 
the patients spend 14 hours a day out 
of doors, breathing, cold, bracing 
mountain air, while they are exhili- 
rated by bright sunshine. The result 
Is that each diseased spot in the lungs 
is cut off from the healthy tissue by a 
ting of stretched cells across which dis- 
ease germs can not pass, and so the 
malady is arrested until the strength- 
ened body can overcome it,

Sec. Alger Settles the Fate of 
the 3lst Mich. 


The Information Again Comes From 
Washington that the Regiment May 
Leave Cuba in ‘‘a Short Time’’—To 
Be Mustered Out at Savannah. 


‘WASHINGTON, March 29—It is ex- 
pected that the exact date of the return 
to the United States of the Thirty-first 
Michigan will be determined tomorrow 
probably by Secretary Alger, and pos- 
sibly in such a manner as to enable the 
regiment to be brought back to Savan- 
nah and mustered out in ‘that city, thus 
giving the Michigan boys travel pay 
for the distance from Savannah to Is- 
fanq ‘Lake camp. The department’s 
plans for the Thirty-first were described 
by Col. Bird, of the quartermaster’s de-

Manila, P. I., Feb. 5, 1899. 

Dear Ones at Home—The grand ball 
has opened last night akout 9 o’clock 
and things are good and lively. The 
cannon. are booming, keeping time for 
the smaller pieces. Since I started I 
have heard at least twenty cannon. 

Co. A came in from outpost yesterday 
morning and Co. D yesterday afternoon. 
The rest of the regiment are out on 
the firing line. We are heli in reserve, 
but are expecting to have to go any 
time. ; 

A spent bullet just hit the zine roof 
of our quarters. 

The fighting continued all night, with 
an occasional lull. Dewey isn’t doing a 
thing but working things lively for the

Two companies (I and M) of our regi- 
ment were at the outpost when the ‘ball 
was started.

LANSING, Mich., March 29.—The 
scheme of certain senators to abandon 
the School of Mines at Houghton, at- 
tach it to the U. of M. and use the 
buildings for the proposed upper penin- 
sula normal school, is meeting with de- 
termined opposition, and many believe 
that the legislature will take no action. 
that will disorganize the present mining 
school. 

Senator Charles Smith says: 

“It is the meanest little conspiracy 
ever hatched in the legislature, and 
on the face of it one is led io believe 
that it is a plan originating from: the 
regents of the University. It is Pot- 
ter’s scheme to move the school to Ann 
Arbor and he is chairman of the Uni- 
versity committee. We claim that stu- 
dents can be educated. in this branch 
in One-quarter of the time at Houghton 
than it would take -at the University. 
Students have access to the Calumet 
& Hecla, plant. There are few mines in 
the world using such expensive ana 
elaborate machinery as this one. Stu- 
dents at the Houghton college enjoy 
the advantage of being near the iroa 
district, making surveys of underground 
work. Less than half the students at 
the College of Mines are from the up- 
per peninsula. The upper peninsula 
furnishes 4 per cent of the students alt 
the University and pays 11-per cent of 
the tax. Regarding the exorbitant ap- 
propriations, most of the money given 
‘this’ school ‘has beeni for maintenance, 
which would have been spent had it 
been located at Ann Arbor, so that only 


about $190,000 has been spent for build- 
ings and equipments. Houghton county hk

The Information Again Comes From 
Washington that the Regiment May 
Leave Cuba in ‘‘a Short Time’’—To 
Be Mustered Out at Savannah. 


‘WASHINGTON, March 29—It is ex- 
pected that the exact date of the return 
to the United States of the Thirty-first 
Michigan will be determined tomorrow 
probably by Secretary Alger, and pos- 
sibly in such a manner as to enable the 
regiment to be brought back to Savan- 
nah and mustered out in ‘that city, thus 
giving the Michigan boys travel pay 
for the distance from Savannah to Is- 
land Lake camp. The department’s 
plans for the Thirty-first were described 
by Col. Bird, of the quartermaster’s de- 
partment, to the Free Press correspond- 
ent today as follows: . 

“We had originally intended to send 
the Michigan boys to New York and 
thence to Fort Wayne, and possibly 
this program may be carried out. We 
are advised, (however, that the barracks 
at Fort Wayne will not accommodate 
more than ‘one-half a full regiment, and 
at this season it pwould not be safe to 
take men from Cuba and put them in 
tents in the latitude of Detroit. Pos- 
sibly other accommodations can be 
found lf it should finally be decided 
to send the regiment to Fort Wayne. 
The department has been advised, how- 
ever, that Savannah will be open after 
April 1 to regiments coming from Cuba 
which remain on board their transports 
for five days after fumigation. It would 
not be a yery delightful experience, but 
the soldiers might prefer it if it in- 
volved considerable more ‘travel pay, 
and we are now consideri ng the advisa- 
bility of bringing home all the northern 
regiments via Savannah.” 

The officials of. the department expect 
to receive an, intimation from Secretary 
Alger tomorrow indicating what he wish- 
es done with the Thirty-first Michigan.

day that he had reached Matanzas, and 
it is expected that on his way to Clen- 
fuegos tomorrow he will stop at Santa 
Clara, where he will see Col. Gardener 
and will review at least a part of the 
Thirty-first regiment. Transports will 


‘be ready within four or five days to 


bring the Michigan boys home, if it is 
decided to move them so soon. The fact 
that the Thirty-first has been in the ser- 
vice longer than any other regiment 
now in Cuba gives it a sort of “right of 
way,” and the presence of Col. Hecker, 
of the quartermaster’s department, will 
insure the prompt execution of what- 
ever plan Secretary Alger decides upon.

There has been no one reported killed 
in our regiment yet, ‘but several have 
‘been wounded. 
~ Another bullet just hit the roof, so 
you can imagine just about how they 
are firing. Our quarters are about one 
mile from the firing line. 

7:30 p. m.—T his has been aia eventful 
day—a day that will go. down in, the 
annals of history. The battle of the 
13th and the downfall of Manila, was not 
in it with today’s fighting. 

We have been held here in our quar- 
ters—that is, Companies A and D—but 
will go out on the firing Tine either to- 
night or in the morning. Taree of our 
boys hit the earth today. The casual- 
ties up to tonight are sonrewhere þe- 
tween 25 and 30 killed and 125 wounded. 
‘It is reported that Gen. King and Col. 
Smith, of the Tennessee regiment, are 
killed. The Montanas and Pennsyl- 
vaniians are fighting side Ly side. Gen. 
MacArthur is with our regiment. The 
insurgents have been driven back some 
two or three miles. It will never be 
known holw.many insurgents have been 
killed. At places they are piled up 
three deep. The ground over which 
they have retreated is covered with 
their dead bodies. Our regiment and 
the Pennsylvanians made a charge on a 
hill upon which were five or six thou- 
sand insurgents. They had to charge 
for a quarter of a mile over a level 
strip of ground before reaching the hill, 
or foot of the hill, AN ‘this. time they 
were under a steady fire. The natives 
‘were completely surpriised, not think- 
ing fora moment that our troops would 
dare face such a shower of lead, but 
American-like they went ‘up the hill 
with shouts such as rough cow-punchers 
can make, the Pennsylvanians cheering 

for us and we in return cheering for 
‘them. The poor black devils fell all 
over themselves retreating. Up the hill 
and after them our boys went, taking a 
church and hospital which, the insur- 
gents had been using for block houses,

fighting; 8,000 Filipinos killed, 63 Amer- 
icans. Go back in a few minutes.

| Caloocan, Feb. 12th, 1899. 

Dear Ones at Home—You no doubt 
are. worrying about me. I am well and 
enjoying good ‘health, but awfully 


tired. The battle of Caloocan has been. 


fought and a complete victory for the 
Americans. We were in time, as I told 
you in my last letter. Co. A lost one 
boy killed and eight wounded. The 
regiment lost three killed and 23 
wounded. The entire American loss, up 
until yesterday noon was 60 killed and 
229 wounded. 

I finished my last letter toi you on. the 
morning of the 10th. Everything was 
quiet until 2 p. m., when we got orders 
to prepare for an advance. Our breast- 
works were at the edge of a woods; þe- 
fore us was an open space of 400 yards 
and then came more woods, consisting 
of jungles, ravines and barricades made 
of brush, briars, etc., making it almost 
impossible to penetrate them. It was 
something like 500 or 600 yards through 
thils and then came an ‘open space three- 
quarters of a mile. In thiis woods, anid 
back in the open ground, the insur- 
gents were entrenched as thick as bees. 
Cos. I and A, being on the left of the 
regiment, had to cross this open space 
in front of our breastworks and then 
charge through this woods. We were 
given 150 rounds of ammunition, whieh 
made a good load, and formed in skir- 
mish line in front of breastiworks. We 
were lying close to the ground, you may 
bet, for we knew just the moment that 
would be 
greeted with a shower lead from 
those wicked Mausers. 
~+ The sun was melting hot, but we nev- 
er gave it a second thought. We had 
laid there about five minutes when the 
artillery gave them a shot that made 
the ground tremble, and at the same 
time we gave them a volley and ad- 
vanced. Bullets were striking all 
around like hail. Three of our company 
were hit before we advanced 100 feet. 
We would advance, then drop down to 
fire a volley, and then advance with a 
rush, then down again and give them, 
a volley or two until we reached the 
woods. Then the fun began. To get 
through was almost impossible, but like 
mad we plunged through thick jungles 
and briars, tearing our clothes, saying 
nothing about the scratches we got, 
hunting shelter wherever it was to be 
found. The woods were full of the

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for shelter and slept as peaceful and 
quiet as a lamb. oe 


In the morning at daybreak I took a 


walk ‘back over the- battleground. The 


ground was covered, with dead niggers. 


I found one American that had not 
been picked up. He proved to be an, 


Idaho boy. Last night we made 
trenches unitil 9 o’clock. I was on pick- 
et from 10 to 12 p. m., so did not get 
any sleep until after midnight. 

The 4th California just came in’ and 
I went and saw Phil Corbesier and 
Frank Perrine. Albert Perrine died 
about a month ago, and Frank has just 
got out of the hospital a few weeks ago. 

One of our boys is going back to Ma- 
nila this evening, and he will mail this 
for me. . es 

I think we will take Malabon.tomor- 
row and then another town some two 
or three miles from here,,and then L 
think Aguinaldo will surrender, ‘They 


are going to bombard) Malabon, so it | 


will not be a very hard place to take. 
This trouble cannot possibly hold out 
much longer, and then when the reg- 
ulars get here we will go home. — 

Say, father, I can appreciate your 
war stories now. ‘Fhe only time I did 
not feel exactly right was when we were 
getting ready before going into skirmish 
Tine. We knew what we had to face and 
that some of us were sure to fall. After 
we got started I was all right and not a 
bit excited or nervous. The boys were 
falling all around me, but I seemed to. 
have a charm around me for I went 
through without getting a scratch, cx- 
cept from, the briars. 

Well, good-bye. The boy that is go- 
ing is coming down the line collecting 
the mail, Love to. all.
